ACT  I

Plot:  As  the  curtain  rises  on  the  last  act  we  see  the  actors  jubilantly  and  trium- 
phantly strutting  across  the  stage  in  their  new  role  of  dignified  Seniors.  In 
this  act  the  players  are  busy  publishing  an  annual,  sponsoring  a  fall 
carnival,  and  many  other  activities.  This  year  we  find  several  other  players 
giving  up  their  parts  in  the  play  to  answer  the  call  to  duty.  As  the  curtain 
falls  on  this  act,  the  players  are  confident  that  their  parts  in  this  play 
have  been  done  well,  and  wait  anxiously  to  see  what  their  next  important 
role  has  in  store  for  them.
